EXPLOSION OF A STEAMER AT 
THE VALLEJO WHARF. 


Six Bodies Recovered—Long; List 
of Injured—Many Persons Yet 
Unaccounted For.

V a llejo, February 27th. — The ferry 
steamer Julia, which carries passengers and 
freight daily from North and South Vallejo 
to Valley Junction, connecting with the 
Southern Pacific trains, both ways, was 
completely wrecked by the explosion of her 
boiler. About fifty passengers were aboard 
at the time, four of whom were reported to 
have been killed outright and many others 
injured, more or less seriously. 
The disaster occurred at about 7 o’clock, 
when the boat was making her first trip 
this morning. She had left her moorings 
at South Vallejo as usual, at about 6 o’clock, 
and gone up to North Vallejo, where about 
thirty passengers were taken on board, 
many of whom were laborers employed at 
the Selby works and Nevada docks, near 
Vallejo Junction, while others were on their 
way to Sau Francisco, intending to board 
the down-coming Oregon express, which 
would land them in San Francisco about 
8:30 o’clock. Leaving North Vallejo with 
her load, the vessel steamed back to South 
Vallejo, where more passengers were taken 
on. It was here that the explosion oc­ 
curred, just as she was about to start for the 
junction. 
The steamer caught lire immediately 
after the explosion, as did also the wharf 
and depot. 


T H E E X P L O S IO N . 
The steamer this morning, according to 
all accounts, took aboard twenty or thirty 
men at the upper wharf, and then went to 
South Vallejo wharf, reaching there about 
6:10 o’clock. Here more passengers came 
aboard, making the total, as near as can be 
estimated when pilot Heath gave the signal 
for loosing moorings, between fifty and 
sixty persons. 
Captain Gedge, the veteran master of the 
steamer, was on the wharf, as was his cus­ 
tom, taking tickets from on-coming passen­ 
gers, when the first signal was given. He 
locked the gate irom the wharf to the gang­ 
plank. and then walked slowly down 
aboard the steamer. He heard tne bell 
from the pilot-house sound for the engines 
to be started, and t Jen heird the first whis­ 
tle usually blown just belorc heading out 
into the stream. He was just about to 
ascend the stairs to reach the upper deck 
and go thence to the pilot-house, when the 
explosion occurred. He says he felt the 
shock, and then everything seemed dark­ 
ened. 
He reached out his band and 
turned up his coat-collar, and that is all he 
recollects. He was found there afterward, 
prostrate, covered with debris, but only 
slightly injured, beyond the severe shock. 


A S C E N E O F H O KISO R. 
The scene following the explosion was a 
frightful one, according to the descriptions 
of those who were at the wharf. Just what 
had exploded, whether the boiler or oil 
tank that furnished fuel for the engines, 
was not known at first. The shock was 
terrific, and was felt long distances away. 
The entire upper part of the steamer was 
blown off—cabin, pilot-houses and the 
lower apartments. Only the paddle-boxes, 
rising from the iloor of the lower deck, re­ 
mained. The timbers were blown iu all 
directions. 
The water was filled with 
wreckage. Cries of wounded, burned and 
drowning men were heard. The wharf and 
long row of sheds by which the steamer 
was moored, took fire, and the fast-spread­ 
ing flames added horror to the scene. 
The news of the disaster spread rapidly 
and soon assistance came from all quarters. 
The hotel employes and railroad men at 
South Vallejo busied themselves in rescu­ 
ing men from the water and removing the 
injured from danger from the spreading 
flames. Several bodies that were found 
told of severe loss of life. A body, head­ 
less, went floating by in the current and 
portions of other bodies were seen by the 
rescuers who were out in small boats about 
ihe wreck. 


F IG H T IN G T H E F L A M E S . 
The railroad lire engine at Vallejo was 
soon there, and before long an engine from 
the Vallejo Department was on the scene 
with a crew of active liremen. Residents 
turned out and aided in the worko checking 
the flames. Tidings of the disaster went 
to the commandant at Mare Island Navy 
Yard just across the channel, and he im­ 
mediately dispatched the navy yard launch 
and other craft to the scene." The launch 
took over twenty or thirty sailors, who 
worked as only sailors can work when they 
desire, in heading off (he fire. The flames 
spread down, enveloping a iong row of 
sheds south of where the Julia had been 
moored. This was the storage-place for 
railroad property used on the Napa Valiev 
branch. The telegraph and ticket offices 
were soon destroyed. 
RESCUING THE WOUNDKP. 
The launch and other craft sent from the 
Navy Yard were kept busy in assisting in 
the work of rescue. Several wounded men 
were picked up and taken over to the 
hospital at Mare Island. The hotels near 
soon looked like hospitals, the wounded 
men being taken there until surgeons could 
care for their injuries. Physicians came 
from Vallejo, and Dr. Woolsey. the sur­ 
geon of the .Southern Pacific, reached the 
ground about 10 o’clock, having come from 
Oakland in a special train with General 
Superintendent Fillmore. Division Super­ 
intendent \\ ilder of the railroad company 
was also early on the scene. 


T H E F A M IL IE S O F T H E V IC T IM S . 
Crowds of women, wives and sisters and 
mothers of the men who had taken passage 
on the ill-fated steamer, gathered soon, 
half-frantic with grief, or with sad forebod­ 
ing oi what they might soon learn. It was 
a long time before names of dead, dying, 
injured or missing could be definitely 
learned. At 8:30 o'clock one of the railroad 
employes at the wharl made up the esti­ 
mate that twelve men were killed and 
twenty-one were injured. There were some 
missing and difficult to account for. Some 
had been taken to the navy yard ; others, 
uninjured, had gone to their botnes to re­ 
lieve anxiety for their safety. The number 
killed was placed higher by others, some 
asserting that at least sixteen had been 
killed. The two engineers were said to be 
unhurt. A gang of willing workers res­ 
cued Captain Gedge from under the pile of 
debris where he lay. 


T H E N A P A V A L L E Y T R A I N . 
Because of the disaster the down train 
from Calistoga, St. Helena and Napa was 
held at Napa Junction for over a half-hour, 
not reaching South Vallejo until between 8 
and 9 o’clock. The passengers waited here 
a short time also until the steamer Ellen, 
that plys between the navy vard and Vai- 
lejo, was sent to take the place of the Julia, 
and convey the passengers to Vailejo Junc­ 
tion. There connection was made with the 
overland, wtiich reached San Francisco 
about 11 o'clock. The first report that 
reached town was that the explosion bail 
occurred during the morning trip, with the 
south-bound Napa vailev passengers. Had 
this been the case the "loss of life would, 
doubtless, have been much greater. 
Captain Gedge is widely known. He is 
between seventy and eighty years of age, 
and has been in the railroad company's 
employ for a long time. His escape from 
death is regarded as almost miraculous. 
Captain Gustav Niebaura, of the Alaska 
Commercial Company, came down on the 
Napa train as far as South Vailejo. when, 
heariug of the accident, he returned directly 
to his home near St. Helena. that the anx­ 
iety of his friends and of his family might 
be relieved. 


T H E K I L L E D , IN J U R E D A N D S A V E D . 
The steamer lies along the wharf, burned 
to the water’s edge; five bodies were re­ 
covered, namely. Edward and James Rule, 
Hodgkins, Clerk for the Port Costa Lum­ 
ber Company, andClark, the colored porter. 
Captain Gedge was slightly injured about 
the lower limbs; Charles Heath, the pilot, 
was slightly burned. John Long and 
William Wailace, engineers.escaped. Oliff 
Nelson, fisherman : Peter Madison, steve­ 
dore: Mike Brannelly. laborer, and two 
bodies were burned "beyond recognition. 


Manuel Olives, a section hand, was taken 
oft' alive, but atterward died from his inju- 1 
ries. 
i 
The missing are John Compton. Tim ! 
Hurley, Joseph Williams, Bill Connolly, 
Mike Dolan. William Lamar has severe 
braises. 
All the vessel’s crew seemed safe, except­ 
ing Williamson, fireman, and Clark. Mrs. 
Farrier, wife of Gunner Farrier, was aboard 
but was rescued by a schooner’s boat. 
Among the saved were T. G. Hausher, 
0. P. Pulsifer, William Smith, Joseph 
Watts, Y. Minnckan, James Connolly, D. 
Brosnahan and T. Brosnahan. It is sup­ 
posed that ten lives were lost.

A N O T H E R A C C O U N T . 
This morning there happened the most 
terrible fatality iu the history of Vallejo. 
About 6:10, just after the whistle had blown 
to signal the departure of the steamer 
Julia Irom South Vallejo wharf, on her 
first trip, and before she had got loose from 
her moorings, a terrible expiosion occur­ 
red, racking the vessel through its whole 
extent and filling the air with thick vol­ 
umes of smoke. 
The early trip takes all the workmen 
living on the Vailejo side to their work in 
various industries on the Contra Costa 
side, also those going to San Francisco; 
consequently there were a great many pas­ 
sengers on board. The morning being 
cool, most of them had gathered about the 
warm smokestack in the lower cabin. As 
the explosion came from the boiler these 
men were directly exposed to a terrible 
shock. Besides this the petroleum used 
for fuel was scattered through the steamer, 
setting it on fire. 
There was terrible confusion and heart­ 
rending cries from the crushed and burn­ 
ing men. The force of the explosion is 
shown on a body that was dragged out of 
the wreck by Constable Longan without 
head or limbs, utterly unrecognizable. 
The burning steamer set fire to the wharf 
and for hours the flames held 9way until 
the boat was burned to the water’s edge. 
As far as can be learned eight or ten are 
killed or missing and many badly injured. 


A N O T H E R L IS T . 
V a l l e jo , February 27th.—The loss at 
the explosion of the steamer Julia grows 
steadily. Bodies are being dug out of the 
wreck charred and burned. 
At least 
twenty are killed and forty-five injured 
more or less badly. Four cars of ties and 
four passenger coaches, one carload of mer­ 
chandise and one empty car were 
burned. Nine bodies have been recovered. 
Among those missing or killed are: James 
Rule, Ed Rule, Walter Lamar, M. J. Hodg­ 
kins, Andrew Minahati, Tom Kane, Olef 
Oleson, William Connolly, Michael Bran- 
iey, Tim Harley, John Compton, R. C. 
Alexander, K. M. McDonald, T. C. Stark, 
King Clark, Albert Madison, Michael 
Dolan, William Andrews. And the list 
continues to grow.

T H E C A U S E O F [T H E E X P L O S IO N . 
V a l l e jo , February 27th.—T h e impres­ 
sion conveyed that the accident to the 
steamer Julia was caused by the explosion 
of a petroleum valve is entirely erroneous. 
The accident was caused by the explosion 
of the boiler. Crude petroleum was used 
for fuel, and it is supposed that it had 
burned a weak spot in the boiler, which 
resulted in the explosion.

The Senate. 
W ashington, February 27th.—The Sen­ 
ate to-day resumed consideration of the 
bill to incorporate the Maritime Canal 
Company of Nicaragua. Several amend­ 
ments reported by the Committee on For­ 
eign Relations were agreed to. 
Edmunds offered an amendment declar­ 
ing lhat nothing in the Act should be 
deemed or construed to restrict or impair 
in any way any right of the United States 
under any treaty in force with the republic 
of Nicaragua. Agreed to. 
Vest offered an amendment declaring 
that nothing in the Act should be held or 
construed to involve in any manner the 
United States in any pecuniary obligation, 
except as to the payment of tolls. Rejected. 
Vest offered another amendment provid­ 
ing that no parts of the capital stock paid 
in shall be at any time withdrawn or re­ 
turned to the stockholders, or be in any 
manner diverted from the proper uses of 
the corporation, and said that the same 
was placed in the Tehuantepec bill of the 
last Congress, and also of the Nicaragua 
bill, on motion of the Senator from Ver­ 
mont. 
Teller opposed the amendment. 
Hoar suggested to Vest to modify his 
amendment by allowing the stock to be re­ 
turned to stockholders for the purpose of 
winding up the corporation, and Vest 
modified it accordingly. 
Vance called the a tention of the Repub­ 
lican Senators to the fact that the bill 
omitted to require all the material used in 
the work to be of American manufacture, 
and he prophesied that these fellows would 
buy their iron and steel and other materials 
wherever they could get them the cheapest 
and best. “ Was not that,” he asked, " an 
evasion of the duty ?” 
Teller replied: “ If the managers of the en­ 
terprise were untrammeled, and would buy 
their picks and shovels and barrows where 
they could find them best and cheapest, 
they would buy them in the United States. 
The Senator from North Carolina might 
not worry himself on that point.” 
Vest's amendment was rejected. 
Vance offered an amendment requiring 
all laborers employed in Ihe work to be 
either native or naturalized citizens. Re­ 
jected—yeas 10, nays 35. 
The bill was then reported back from the 
Committee of the Whole, and the amend­ 
ments agreed upon in committee concurred 
in. The bill was then passed—yeas 38, 
nays 15. 
The Senate then took up the bill grant­ 
ing pensioos to ex-soldiers and sailors who 
are incapacitated for the performance of 
manual labor, and providing for pensions 
to dependent relations ot deceased soldiers 
and sailors. 
The second section was amended by add­ 
ing the words, " and who are without other 
adequate ways of self-support. 
Flumb moved to strike out the word 
"totally’' before the word '"incapacitated,” 
and gave notice if his motion prevailed he 
would move to amend further by provid­ 
ing that the pension should be from $4 to 
$12 per month, according to the degree of 
incapacity. 
The amendment was agreed to—veas, 27; 
nays, 23. 
Plumb also moved to strikeout the words 
“in the degree herein specified.” Agreed to 
—yeas, 26 ; nays, 22. 
Plumb also moved to insert the follow­ 
ing : “All pensions granted to widows un­ 
der this or any other general law shall take 
effect from the date of the death of the 
husbands of such widows, respectively, 
but not dating back of the pa-sage of this 
Act.” Agreed to without división. 
Gall moved an amendment to make tue j 
bill apply to those who served in the 
Florida war, but accepted a modification oi 
it moved by Morgan by making it apply to 
those who served in the war with Mexico 
for thirty days, and in the wars with In­ 
dian tribes. 
Without disposing of this amendment, 
the bill was laid aside, and Blair proposed 
an amendment, in order to have it printed, 
providing for a service pension at the rate 
ofSlOamonth. Adjourned.

a s h i n g t o n , February 27th.— In the 
House to-day, Matson of Indiana, from the 
Cotuiniilee on Invalid Pensions, reported 
adversely the resolution reciting the “one- 
hundred-day circular.” issued by General 
Black, Commissioner of Pensions, and 
directing the committee to inquire whether 
such a circular was issued, and if so 
whether any pension claims had been re­ 
jected through non-compliance with the 
requests contained therein. 
Matson said it had been stated that such 
a circular had been issued, and its effect 
had been salutory. Many claims had been 
vigorously prosecuted aud allowed, which 
otherwise would have remained unacted 
upon on account of the want of evidence. 
Mason 
of 
Illinois 
regarded 
the 
issuing of the circular as a usurpa­ 
tion on the part oi the Commissioner 
of Pensions. The circular, in so many 
words, said to claimants that unless their 
claims were perfected within 100 days they 
would be dismissed. The Commissioner 
had actually taken the place of Congress, 
aud had enacted a statute of limitations in 
one department of his office. Between 700 
and 800 cases had been dismissed because 
the claimants failed to nerfect their evi­ 
dence within ten days. 11 was true a case 
could he reopened at any time on the filing 
of additional proof, but that fact should 
have been stated by the Commissioner in 
his circular letter.

pose. Early in the session bills were intro­ 
duced in both Houses to increase the 
amount of this appropriation to $850,000, 
and favorable reports were made by the 
Committee on Public Buildings aud 
Grounds of both the Senate and the House. 
Three days were set apart by the House to 
consider public buildings bills, and it was 
going ahead smoothly until Bland of Mis­ 
souri, who represents a backwoods district, 
announced his determination to fight all 
appropriations for public buildings. With 
eight stubborn members supporting him he 
was able, under the complex rules of the 
House, to prevent the passage of all but 
two bills in the three days allotted to the 
committee. 
Bland, after saying that there were 
$3,422,000 farm mortgages on property in 
the Western States, declared his intention 
of opposing all public buildings, in these 
words: “ For the purpose of continuing 
this infamous system of robbery upon the 
agricultural community of this country, 
we are asked to unload the Treasury of its 
hundred of millions of dollars, and thereby 
afford an excuse for an increase, instead of 
a reduction, of taxation. I say,‘No, sir! 
Never!1 Let that money be paid upon the 
bonded debt of the Government, as" every­ 
body demands!” 
To-day Bland introduced a bill provid­ 
ing that no money shall hereafter be appro­ 
priated for a public building, except those 
now in course of construction, unless the 
department for the use of whose business 
the building is intended shall first certify 
to Congress that no building can be pro­ 
cured at any place for not less that $5,000 
rental, and shall recommend that building 
be constructed. The recommendation is 
to be accompanied by a specification and 
an estimate of its cost. This inhibition 
shall not apply when the head of any ex­ 
ecutive department shall be convinced that 
no suitable building can be obtained in 
that place. 
To-day Mr. Morrow asked Senator Stew­ 
art to introduce an amendment in the Sen­ 
ate to the urgency deficiency bill, appro­ 
priating $500,000 in addition to the last ap­ 
propriation to build a San Francisco build­ 
ing. Mr. Stewart did, but Allison, Chair­ 
man of the Senate Appropriations Com­ 
mittee, says there is no likelihood that the 
committee will insert the item in its bill.

The body of James Freel, of San Rafael 
who was drowned in Russian river Febru­ 
ary 5th, was found on Sunday.

Chicago, February 27th.—The Burling1 
ton road this evening sent out notice to all 
connecting lines that it would probably be 
a week or more before the company would 
be able to receive freight from them, and 
asking that it be given 10 other roads. 
This afternoon all of tbe freight-handlers 
of the line were laid oft and every freight 
office in the city shut down in consequence 
of tbe engineers1 strike. There are some 
men who obtained work during the freight- 
handlers’ strike of 1886 and are all said to 
be loyal to the company, but have to be 
laid off, as no work remains for them to do. 


A N A C C ID E N T ON T ‘ * E R O A D . 
Chicago. February 2“th.—The first acci­ 
dent to occur following; the commencement 
ol the strike took place this afternoon at 
Napierville, III. No one was killed, but 
the result could hardly be called trifling. 
Six men were more or less injured. Pas­ 
senger irain No. 2. in wljch were C. F. 
Grier, General Foreman of the Burlington 
shops at Aurora, was acting as engineer, 
ran short of steam. About 3 p. m . the 
engine was c i: loose front the train to rim 
ahead, and then, in coming back to again 
couple on to the train, beta me. to a certain 
extent, unmanageable on the down-grade, 
and collided with thecars. Actingengineer 
Grier had his nose Broken, and the tem­ 
porary fireman, named Parsons, was cut on 
tbe shoulder and log. George Claik. the 
Mail Clerk', had his face cut and back 
injured. Win. Hienson. Mail Clerk, had his 
knee bruised. I. Foster, a trainman, of 
Aurora, had an arm and knee bruised. 
The rolling stock was severely rattled, hut 
no cars were derailed.

N ew Y o r k , February 27th.—An adver­ 
tisement was printed here to-day for ioco- 
motive engineers to leave tbe city at once. 
Permanent employment was guaranteed. 
Only those willing to take the places of the 
Brotherhood engineers were to apply. 


E N G IN E E R S F O R C H IC A G O . 
Reading (Pa.), February 27(h —An ex­ 
odus of Reading road engineers to aid the 
Burlington and Quincy road has begun. 
Half a doze1’ or more who left positions at 
Palo Alto and Mabonoy Plane passed 
through here this morning bound for Chi­ 
cago. During the recent Reading trouble 
170 engineers and abont the same nnmber 
of firemen lost their places, and abont all 
were Knights of Labor. 


T H E S IT U A T IO N IN S T . L O U IS . 
St. Louis, February 27th —No freight 
moved on the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy road at this point to-day. Passen­ 
ger trains, however, in this vicinity, run as 
usual. Every engineer aud fireman quit, 
but the officials were in a measure pre­ 
pared. Superintendent Levi, of Keokuk, 
telegraphed that passenger trains are mov­ 
ing all right on the Keokuk line with new 
meD, aud that he hopes to keep them 
going. 
Burlington officials here and in East St. 
Lonis say they hope to get the freight traf 
tie in fair shape in a few days. They ex­ 
pect to pick up enough men to man the 
trains on this division. The strikers in­ 
cline to tbe belief that their expectations 
will not be realized. 


O F F IC IA L S R U N N IN G E N G IN E S . 
Quincy (III.), February 27th.—The Bur­ 
lington strike bas caused almost a com­ 
plete suspension of business on that system 
in this locality. Quincy is the center of 
five divisions of the road, and the traffic on 
them has been nearly at a standstill to-day. 
No effort whatever has been made to move 
freight trains. Two or three passenger 
trains have been sent out with engines 
manned by Master Mechanics of the rotd, 
Masters or Division Superintendents. Gen­ 
eral Superintendent Granee, of the Hanni­ 
bal and St. Joseph, brought in the morning 
express from the West, and took out the 
night express to night. 


A L IT T L E T R O U B L E A T K A N S A S C I T Y . 
K ansas C it y. February 27th.—The strike 
of engineers on the Burlington system was 
severely felt here to-day. The 7:10 fast 
tiain for Chicago got away at 9 o’clock, 
with a round-house foreman in charge of 
the engine. Other passenger trains arrived 
and departed to-day several hours behind 
schedule time. 
Men are applying in considerable num­ 
bers here to succeed the strikers. 
The Chicago express was sent out on 
time to-night with a former cable gripraan 
as engineer. W bileat the depot some mis­ 
creant cut the air-brake lose, and also let 
the water out of the tender, necessitating 
the substitution of another engine. This 
is presumed to be the work of outsiders, as 
the strikers have behaved in an excellent 
manner. 
ENGINEERS FROM NEW YORK.

It is reported that fifty men altogether, in­ 
cluding firemen, have been found in this 
city who are ready to take the strikers’ 
places. 
It is reported here, on rather uncertain 
authority, that the Knights of Labor have 
arranged to send out 300 firemen and en­ 
gineers.

QUARANTINE GROUNDS. 


The following is telegraphed: 
Rcpres ntative Morrow called «pon the .su­ 
pervising Surgeon-General of the Marine Hos­ 
pital Service this morning. The Supervising 
Surgeon is authorized under the law to render 
assistance to locai officers in charge of quaran­ 
tine stations in preventing the introduction of 
eoutagiocs diseases in Ihe United State". He 
informed Mr. Morrow tfiat if the State Hoard ol 
Health, through the Governor of t ’aiiloruia, 
asked his ass;stance he would do all in his 
power to enforce the quarantine. He is author­ 
ized to detai; officers incase of an emergency 
and also to provide a temporary quarantine. 
-Mr. Morrcw is of the opinion that a national 
quarantine office should he established in San 
Francisco, and on Monday lie proposes to intro 
duce a bill in the House similar to the one in­ 
troduced in the Senate by Stanford, creating a 
national quaraulinc station at San Francisco. 
That ¡8 well and we trust Mr. Morrow 
will succeed, but there is a bit of history 
connected with this m atter that must not 
be forgotten. 
It will be observed that the 
Surgeon-( ieneral says he can provide a 
temjxirary quarantine and can give local 
authorities aid. 
He meant thereby to 
have it distinctly understood that until 
California acts in the proper manner no 
permanent station is likely to be located. 
.Some six years ago the Federal Govern­ 
ment was anxious to locate a permanent 
quarantine station on San Francisco Ray. 
The State Roard of H ealth was even more 
solicitous to have it done. 
The legisla­ 
ture authorized that Irorlv to act in ail ad­ 
visory capacity with the Federal authori­ 
ties. 
Accordingly the Snrgeon-General 
of the United States and the W ar and 
Naval Departments—we believe—and the 
California State Roard of H ealth took steps 
to secure a site, and, as we remember it, an 
officer was sent here from W ashington for 
the purpose. 
1 wo sites were agreed upon 
But when the State Roard, four years ago, 
reported the selections to the Legislature, 
and pointed out that it was necessary for the 
State Government to act prom ptly and in 
connection with the Federal, the Legisla­ 
ture was set upon hv the San Francisco 
press and told th at it must do nothing, and 
it obeyed. 
Two years ago the Board re­ 
newed its eflbrt, and again the Legislature 
refused to act, being inlluenced by the mis­ 
representations of the San Francisco jour­ 
nals. 
Thereupon the Federal authorities 
withdrew in disgust, and reported to tlieir 
departments th at California declined to act 
with the < iovernm ent, and expressed the 
opinion that California was acting verv 
foolishly in the m atter. 
The State and 
Federal 
reports 
show 
these 
to 
he 
the 
facts. 
The 
objection 
raised 
by 
the 
San 
Francisco 
press 
to 
action 
being 
taken 
and 
expenditure 
made, 
was that a quarantine station would he a 
landing place for Chinese, and therefore n 
means for evasion of the Restriction Act. 
This, and nothing more, was all that was 
urged against the measure. Two Govern­ 
ors of California in recent hiemal messages 
have called the attention of the Legislature 
to the great need for quarantine grounds 
and hospitals, and to the inhum anity 
of keeping passengers together upon in­ 
fected ships, and the almost impossible 
task of preventing the spread of conta­ 
gious diseases by such a policy. The State 
Board of H ealth lias most emphatically, 
and in language severe and industriously 
urgent, presented the m atter to the Legis­ 
lature, and still we have no quarantine 
grounds, nor will we have any- prem anently 
and proper.y appointed until ignorance in 
San Francisco is “ got under ” by intelli­ 
gence. 
We recall the fact that when the 
bills referred to were before the Legislature 
appeals by the Board of H ealth to the 
correspondents to properly represent the 
m atter and to urge them to advocate 
quarantine establishment in their journals 
received no attention or Hat refusal. 
The 
Legislatures were too tim id to act inde­ 
pendently of the San Francisco delegation, 
and th at body was under cow of the fan 
Francisco press. 
It is for these reasons 
that we have now no quarantine grounds. 
Probably the adm irable grounds originally 
selected by the Federal and State author­ 
ities cannot now be had,except at enormous 
cost. 
< > there must, therefore, Ire selected, 
hut none equally as desirable can possibly 
be secured, 
for at the time the authorities 
searched tire shore line of the entire bay 
for th at desirable combination, good an­ 
chorage, remotely located grounds and 
sanitary advantages, and found hut two 
jxrints of land embracing all, both of which 
arc now occupied by private industries. 


TWO CASES OF WRONG-DOING. 


T he news of yesterday contained two 
items that shook the sensibilities and pre­ 
sent human nature in a light, not new, hut 
always revolting. 
A father and mother in 
San 
Francisco 
sold their 
1-r-year-old 
daughter to a man of 54, on his repre­ 
sentation that he was rich and would 
handsomely provide for the parents. 
He 
was a coarse, repulsive Chilean, vulgar, 
drunken and disreputable, and so soon as 
he was married to the girl—a handsome 
and innocent German child—he began to 
disclose his real character. 
H e was w orth­ 
less in pocket and in moral-, had one di­ 
vorced wife and twelve children, and had 
been guilty ot a crime towards a third 
woman. 
The child wife, after five months 
of misery, took jioison on Sunday, and in a 
few hours was dead. 
H er parents, accord­ 
ing to the published reports, are more con­ 
cerned about the deceit that was practiced 
upon them by the Chilean regarding his 
alleged wealth than moved by grief over 
the loss of their daughter, who apj>ears to 
have been a child in whom parents would 
be smqiosed to take the greatest pride, and 
over whom they would exercise the most 
tender guardianship. 
No sort of sym­ 
pathy is due them. 
If their hearts could 
be wrung with bitterer anguish it would be 
deserved; if it were possible to lawfully 
punish them by physical pain and suiicr- 
ing, it ought to l>e inflicted. 
T heir action 
was very Iitiie less than inhuman. They 
have other daughters, as yet mere children, 
and may t o expected to Ixrnd them in like 


considerable social distinction, who has 
resolved to marrv a worthless Indian, a 
thief, who has been repeatedly punished 
for larceny, and a fellow altogether the 
lowest of a filthy trilre of degraded savages. 
In the exercise of her right of majority 
she can carry out her plan safe from inter­ 
ruption, but that she is little less than in 
sane it is charitable to conclude. 
All such 
unnatural marriages bring si>cedy repent­ 
ance and immeasurable sorrow in their train, 
and in a degree society suffers for such 
misdeeds. 
It is as certain as that the sun 
will rise to-morrow, th at this whimsical 
young W estern woman will, ixifore the 
year closes, Ire the subject of further news, for 
she will riqrent of her folly and turn from 
her insane act with loathing when it will 
be too late, and all the probabilities are 
that like the [xxrr girl in the first instance 
she w ill end her misery by suicide, or flee 
from her lromls in shame and disgrace, to 
the home she is about to dishonor. 


T h e committees of teachers in charge of 
tiro preparatory arrangements for the re­ 
ception of tire National Convention of 
Teachers at Kan Francisco in July, arc 
very hard at work. 
It would seem that 
their energy has been such th at very little 
now remains to be done by them in the 
m atter of planning. 
But a great deal is 
yet to Ik- done by others. 
The teachers of 
the State should begin at once to prepare 
themselves for the proposed exhibition of 
work, and friends of the movement should 
do all they can to interest our people in 
the m atter of entertaining. 
There are to 
he several thousand visitors of the best 
character of citizenship, men and women 
of cultivated powers of observation, ami 
as they will visit nearly all the principal 
productive sections of the State, it is im­ 
portant th at they be well received and 
hospitably entertained. 
W e must do this, 
because they come to us by invitation in 
the first place, and because of the re|xirt 
which we wish them to make of the coun­ 
try on their return to their homes. 
In 
short, this visitation by the teachers of 
the United States is of the highest im­ 
portance to California, and will do more to 
advertise the State than is generally sup­ 
posed. 
For this reason, if for no other, 
it is essential that the public of Califor­ 
nia should be thoroughly awakened to the 
importance of the Convention, and the 
need for giving the committees all the 
moral and materia! aid they need. 


T h e dispatches announce th at Colonel 
llaym ond will soon address the Senate 
Committee on Pacific Railroads in behalf 
of the Central Pacific Company, and will 
for th at corporation decline any settlement 
of the Lssues between the company and the 
Government except upon a basis that will 
enable the Directors to show, before a 
proper tribunal, their complete innocence 
from the wild and reckless charges th at 
have been indulged in against them. The 
company promises, say the dispatches, that 
it shall Ire given full opportunity to show- 
before a judicial body th at it has complied 
with every obligation imposed upon it* 
and has wronged the Government in no 
way whatever. 
T hat this is a perfectly 
fair offer it is impossible to deny. 
If the 
morally ravenous statesmen who are so 
liberal in tlieir vituperation against the 
corporation, and so hasty to conclude that 
its managers are “unmitigated scoundrels,” 
decline to give the opportunity demanded, 
their case will stand confessed as of no 
virtue, and unworthy th e consideration of 
honest men. 
He who prefers a charge 
and denies the opportunity to the injured 
party to contest it in the proper tribunal 
does wanton injustice. 


TriE strike upon the Burlington road is 
one of great im[)ortance to the road, but of 
far greater to the men who have gone out. 
Their places will be filled by others ami 
they will be compelled t<> seek other quar­ 
ters for employment. 
The strike is, as a 
rule, a failure and it will so prove in this 
case. 


T h e Rochester Sunday morning Herald 
complains that the Republicans of Ohio do 
a great deal of pipe-laying w ith the Presi­ 
dency in view.

o r a V illain. 
An elderly m an by th e nam e of Jo h n 
O ’Meara, w ho was discharged from the 
C ounty H ospital yesterday m orning, was 
taken back to th a t institution last evening. 
H e says he was knocked oil’ the trestle into 
th e tules by a train of cars betw een this 
city and D avisville. 
H is vertebra* is frac­ 
tured, w hich m ay resu lt in paralysis. 
Lyons, the individual who was fouud in 
a lodging-house on J street som e weeks 
since w ith the sm all-pox, and whose care 
bad been concealed tor several days by a 
friend whose nam e is R obert H ilton, is still 
in the pest-house. H e is nearly well of the 
sm all-pox, but is suffering severely w ith 
rheum atism . 
H ilton is a very dangerous 
m an, and should be im prisoned on general 
principles. 
H e knew Lyons was afflicted 
w ith m e sinail-pox, and waited upon him , 
an d then m ingled w ith the people upon the 
street, m ade neighborly calls w ithout chang­ 
ing his clothes, au d is know n in one in ­ 
stance to have taken a iittle child upon his 
lap, an d w hile trotting the babe upon his 
knee told its m other th at he was taking 
care ot a sm all pox patient. T he frightened 
m other grabbed the infant from his arm s, 
drov him from her house, inform ed the 
officers of wiiat he said, and they upon iu- 
vestigatiou found his statem ent "to be true. 
H e deceived the H ealth Oflicer for two days 
by concealing t he patient. H e was p ut in tne 
am bulance w ith the p atient Lyons and 
taken to the pest-house, w here lie prom ­ 
ised to rem ain. 
T he sam e evening, how ­ 
ever, he again put in an appearance in the 
town ol W ashington. 
T he indignant peo­ 
ple of th at burgh iocked him up in a g ra n ­ 
ary for a couple of weeks, w hen he was 
again given his liberty. 
Dr. W hite, Superintendent of the County 
H ospital, says H ilton has m ade two or 
three attem pts to get to the pest-house du r­ 
ing th e past few days, but has been re­ 
pulsed each tim e. 
T he last tim e he called 
lie left a note lor Lyons saying th at he 
would call again W ednesday. 
Dr. W hite 
does not know w hat to do in the m atter. 
H e says the police should watch h im —it 
necessary arrest him and keep him in 
prison—so th a t he cannot reach the pest- 
house. 
H ilton is a dangerous m an to be at 
large, and is either crazy, a fool or a villain. 
If he is not taken care ot by the authorities 
he m ay yet succeed in dissem inating the 
dread disease in this citv.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 
POLICE COURT. 
Henry A. Caulfield Sentenced to Forty 
hay» in the County Jail. 
Yesterday an unusually large crowd gath • 
ered in the Police Court, took possession 
of the lobby and jury chairs to hear judg­ 
ment pronounced on Henry A. Caulfield. 
J. W. Ramage, the defendant's attorney, 
asked for a new trial on account of the re­ 
marks made by Judge MeKune, the prose­ 
cuting witness, tlie other day in Court. 
This was denied, and the Court asked de­ 
fendant if he was ready for sentence. He 
replied that, he was. After reviewing the 
facts of the case the Judge imposed a fine 
of §10, or in default, forty days in the 
County Jail. Judge McKune then arose, 
and, after reading a section of the l'enal 
Code, asked that Caulfield be held under 
bonds against, committing a disturbance of 
the peace. The request was not granted. 
Attorney Unmage gave notice that the case 
would be appealed 
Caulfield’s appeal 
bond was placed ot $300. 
Before Court ex-Justice Henley, J. H. 
Sullivan and Ralph McKune, parties who 
have a peculiar interest in the case, had 
their “ guns’ taken away from them. 
Caulfield, who was also armed with a dan­ 
gerous weapon, was disarmed. 
Marion Bennett, John Fitzpatrick and 
Harry Orcutt forfeited in ail $15 for being 
intoxicated Sunday. Louis Meyerhoffer 
was taxed $5 for the same offense, and Ed. 
Rand, an incurable drunk, will receive 
sentence to-day. Wm. McC'lean, charged 
with being drunk, was dismissed, but a like 
charge against Raphael Va=quez, bad the 
effect of sending him to the County Jail tor 
sixty days. 
Elocution Entertainment. 
An entertainment was given by one o^ 
the classes o: H. C. Ka-tman, teacher of 
elocution, at the Metropolitan Theater. A 
very large audience was in attendance. 
The entertainment opened—after an over­ 
ture by the orcheslra—with a class recita­ 
tion, “ Charge of the Light Brigade,"’ by a 
class so large as to nearly fill the stage. 
Then followed these recitations : *• Legend 
of the Organ Builder," Maud Jones; “Ordei 
for a Picture,” Lillie W allace; “ Jamie 
Douglass,” Edna Johnson. A vocal solo 
by Gertie Van Tassell, varied the exercises 
at this point, after which recitations pro­ 
ceeded as follows: “ Sister aud I,” bv Fannie 
Sinav (in costume); ' Battle of Ivry," Paul 
Masliu; ‘ The Inventor’s wife,” Lucy Dieft-n; 
dorf (in costume); "Jam ie,” by Daisy Was- 
sermau ; "Asleep at the Switch,” by Grace 
Craw. Mr. Eastman then gave a very 
effective reading of " The Raven.” I n many 
respects it (littered from most other read­ 
ings of Poe’s familiar poem, but did not lose 
merit by comparison. It was given with a 
good deal of uramalic effect, and the stage- 
setting was made to contribute to that end. 
In response to an encore he gave three im­ 
itations ot drunken men. These were 
dramatica'ly accurate and painfully life­ 
like, but they iu no wise served to demon­ 
strate reading ability. Almost any substi­ 
tute would have beou better, even if less 
amusing. The old-time farce, “A Quiet 
Family,” was then played—Paul Masiin, 
George Bovyer, Arthur Goodhue, Charles 
Harrison, Grace Craw, Hattie Williamson, 
Lillie Wallace and Daisy Wasserman as­ 
suming the characters, it was played very 
much better than any one expected. It is 
an oi l- Eg-Ush farce that has com­ 
manded s¡f ,itA of the best low' comedy 
talent of the stage lor twenty-five years, 
and that youths should do so well in 
it is creditable . like to their native ability 
and the skill of their instructor. A com­ 
mittee of five persons, sti augers to the con­ 
testants and not named before the au­ 
dience, reported to the teacher these awards, 
which Mr. Eastman made: A silver medal 
to Fannie hiiiav, a copy of Shakespeare's 
works to Lillie Wallace, Tennyson's poems 
to Daisy Wasserman. Not knowing what 
degree of excellence or lack of training in 
reading characterized the class prior to Mr. 
Eastman taking it in charge, it is impos­ 
sible to say what progress it has made 
under his tuition. The pupils, howev. r, 
gave a creditable exhibition, read with dis­ 
tinctness, emphasized—iu the main—cor­ 
rectly, and were observant of most of tlie 
rules governing good readers, but of course 
not to tbat drgree of excellence pos.-ible 
for them with greater culture and more 
training. As a whole, the entertainment 
was pleasing, aud reflected credit upon the 
participants and teacher. 
City Trustees. 
The regular weekly meeting of the City 
Trustees was held yesterday morning. 
The Chief Engineer of the Waterworks, 
reported that for the week ending, Sunday, 
February 26th, 17,652,280 gallons of water 
had been pumped, the Holly pump work­ 
ing 166 hours. 
K K. Alsip appeared before the Board 
and read a lot ol manuscript pertaining to 
the new street railway. There had been 
made a few additional changes in the 
route of the road, which bad been consid­ 
erably increased. The Board did not feel 
disposed to grant any more territory to the 
company, aud as Mr. Alsip wished to make 
an ordinance of it, the matter was referred 
to the City Attorney. 
A petition was sent in signed by property- 
owners asking that the slreets in the west­ 
ern part of the city, below R street, be 
opened. The ritreet Commissioner will 
look alter the matter. 
The Mayor said that he had been asked 
by the Capital Packing Company fbr per­ 
mission to construct a track in the alley 
between Tenth and Twelfth, B and C 
streets. The Board accordingly gave per­ 
mission. 
A petition was received from the 
property-owners on M street, from Fifteenth 
to Twenty-eighth, asking the Board to 
allow the Central Railway Company to 
change their franchise so as to run up M 
street. The matter will be determined at 
the next meeting. 
There being no further business the 
Board adjourned. 
Kstkebeock tjt T rouble.—Constable 
Davis was in town visterday and stated that 
Frank Esterbrook had been arrested at 
Folsom for embezzlement, but that the 
charge was reduced to misdemeanor. 
David Hayes owed "Cherokee Bob” some 
money, and Esterbrook told Haves that 
Bob had commenced suit to get his money. 
Esterbrook then ottered to settle the case 
for $15, which he agreed to pay Bob. A 
few days later Bob did commence suit, 
and when the Constable served the papers 
on Hayes, the latter said that he had paid 
the debt.

Applications for positions as teachers 
were made by Lena Davis, Alice K.Grover.

A requisition for supplies for the schools 
for March was submitted. Mr. Martin 
moved that it be placed on file and referred 
to the Finance Committee. I.ist. The 
requisition was then referred to the Furnit­ 
ure aud Bupply Committee, with power to 
purchase. 
The Repairs Committee reported that it 
had had twenty-seven cork elms set out in 
the school grounds at Twenty-seventh and 
J, and also the same number around the 
Sacramento Grammar School.

M., it must be upon the express command 
of the Principal; to wash down the iront steps 
and sweep the sidewalks three times a week; 
to keep the yards aud yard closets well scrubbed 
aud in a wholesome condition at all times, and 
where there are vaults they must be Hushed 
each school day; to scrub and clean the rioors 
of each school building twice a year, once dur­ 
ing the summer and once during tlie holidav 
vacation; to clean the doors and all finished 
work and windows four times a vear. and 
oftener if deemed necessary bv the Principal; 
to dust and regulate seats and desks of pupils 
and blackboards every school day; Janitors re 
ceiviug over Sib per month shall not absent 
themselves from the premises during school 
hours without the consent of the Principal; to 
go of errands ior school purposes when re 
quired by the Principal. Where men are em­ 
ployed as Janitors they must do all needed re­ 
pairing aud urgent carpenter work, under the 
direction ot the Committee <>n Repairs, and a 
carpenter must not be sent for when it can be 
avoided. Principals must report tin- condition 
of the janitorial service every three rnontns. 
Mr. Todd called up the question of the 
salarv of the janitor for the Capital Gram­ 
mar School, and said he demanded more 
pay. Mr. Hopkins opposed any increase, 
upon the ground that the pay was already 
greater than the price paid in San Francisco 
and elsewhere for the same amount of 
work. Other members discussed the mat­ 
ter. after which it was unceremoniously 
dropped. 
The contract adopting the Loomis series 
of music books for the schools for a term 
of tour years was approved. 
The pay-roll tor teachers and janitors lor 
February, amounting to $7,071, was al­ 
lowed. Also the following bills : LockeA 
Lavenson, $5 50; A. J. Johnston, §29 50; 
Capital Gas Company, §21 55; J. A. Laf- 
ferty, $6; Sacramento Glass and Crockery 
Company, §2 50. 
On motion it was ordered that the re­ 
maining bills before the Board be deferred 
until Thursday evening next, and then a 
special meeting be held at tjiat time to con­ 
sider them.

One of such requisitions shall be re­ 
tained by the Chairman ol the committee upon 
whom the requisition is drawn, and the other, 
after being approved by the Chairman ol said 
committee iu writing, shall beaduly authorized 
order on the person furnishing such goo is aud 
merchandise to deliver the goods named in 
such requisition, which requisition must be a'- 
taclied to the bill for said merchandise, with 
the receipt of the jiersoii to whom tiiev were de­ 
livered, which must be attached to the denmuil 
before the same can be audited aud allowed bv 
this Board. AU requisitions for books furnished 
to Indigent children, in addition to being signed 
by the teacher and Principal of the school, 
shall be signed by the parent, guardian or per­ 
son with whom said children are living, and 
shall be certified to by two taxpayers of the city 
of Sacramento, tbat said child, parent, guardian 
or person with whom said child lives is poor, 
and unable to furnish the books and supplies 
needed ”

OUGHT TO BE SUPPRESSED. 
Why are Such Outrages Permitted?—Por­ 
tions of the City Terrorized. 
If every city and town in the State is as 
good a school of vice as Sacramento the 
two prisons will have to soon be doubled in 
capacity, in order to accommodate the 
young criminals who are daily graduating. 
This city is full of young men ranging in 
ages from seventeen to twenty-one, who 
have no visible means of support, and who 
at all times of the day and night are to be 
found hanging around beersaloons and the 
low dives, of which there are very many in 
this city. Let a person travel on K street 
frora Fourth to Frout any night between 12 
and 1 o'clock, and he will find scores of 
young men and girls consorting with old 
and hardened crimináis of both sexes and 
frequenting dives so disreputable that a man 
or woman who has any respect for them­ 
selves would not look into, let alone enter. 
Why are such .sinks of iniquity, such rob­ 
bers' roosts, such rendezvous for jail-birds 
and convicts allowed to exist in this city? 
is often asked by the law-abiding and re­ 
spectable. 
The residents in the neighborhood of 
Sixth arid M streets are loud in their com­ 
plaints of a gang of hoodlumish bovs, 
ranging from 10 to 18 years of age, that 
keep that locality terrorized. They are 
vicious and profane, as well as hoodlumish, 
and have no regard for the properly of 
others. Within the last week they have 
become more than usually bold and tlefiant, 
and have broken more than §15 worth of 
window panes. Several days ago. while 
indulging in an indiscriminate throwing of 
rocks, clods and broken bricks, some one 
threw a large stone through a window of a 
house on M street, completely shattering 
the glass and striking a lady in the side. 
She was not hurt much, however, but had 
the stone been thrown a iittle higher and 
slightly to one side she might have been seri­ 
ously injured. Their vandalism was with­ 
out bounds yesterday. A Chinese cigar ped­ 
dler was proceeding down Sixth street, when 
this crowd of candidates for the County Jail 
espied him and commenced an assault 
upon him with whatever they could find 
to throw. The Chinaman was struck many 
times and many severe bruises inliicteá 
about his head. They kept up their merci­ 
less pelting mid the Chinaman was forced 
to seek shelter in an adjacent back yard. 
The boys, however, followed him "there 
and renewed their onslaught and were only 
driven off by a citizen coming from his 
house and threatening to shoot them if 
they did not leave the premises immedi­ 
ately. The names of the leaders of this 
gang of young ruffians have been given to 
the police.

W eather R etorts.—The Signal Service 
reports yesterday show a falling barometer 
and rainy weather in the Dorthem portion 
of the Pacific Coast (Olympia and Astoria), 
while the weather in the Northwestern 
States give evidence of another polar 
wave sweeping down the Mississippi valley. 
The thermometer at 4 a . x. yesterday 
morning, Pacific time,was 10° below zero at 
St. Paul, 2° below at Chicago, and zero at 
St Louis, while at Omaha it was 2° below 
zero, and 4° below at Des Moines and 
Davenport, Iowa. The average temperature 
yesterday was 55°, being the same as the 
normal for that day.
